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La desunión del Mexico - Americano 

Durante las ultimas semanas se han ve¬ 
nido manifestando hechos verdaderamente vergonzosos 
parala población Mexico-Americana de San José. En 
otros lugares también hay el mismo problema, o algo 
similar, pero no podemos analizarlos en la forma min¬ 
uciosa en que podemos hacerlo en nuestro lugar de re¬ 
sidencia, esto obedece a que no nos son familiares los 
factores que concurren, en el grado en que estamos 
familiarizados con esos mismos factores en San José y 
puntos cercanos. 

Decimos arriba que son vergonzosos al¬ 
gunos actos que están siendo solapados, provocados o 
cometidos, sin ningún sentido de responsabi lidad o 
cordura. Da la impresión de que asistimos a un teatro 
sin pagar boleto de entrada, y no sabemos si entramos 
como espectadores o como comedia antes; en un mo¬ 
mento se nos cambia arbitrariamente nuestro papel de 
observadores por el de actores, y viceversa. Pero lo 
peor es que tanto los unos como los otros estamos as¬ 
istiendo a una farsa en la que es tan ridiculo y ver¬ 
gonzoso ser espectador o comediante. 

Los que no entran en ninguna de las dos 
categorias, desde fuera mueven la cabeza sentenciosa¬ 
mente y con una sonrisil la medio burloma o piadosa 
dicen: " LO DE SIEMPRE. " 

No señores; y mil veces no; ya es tiempo 
de hacer nuestras cosas en orden, sin que para exponer 
una idea, hacer un cargo o ejercer nuestros derechos, 
sea necesario el escándalo, el insulto o la blasfemia.

Asi las cosas cabe preguntar: Hasta 
cuando podremos demostrar que tenemos la madurez 
necesaria para entender, que con la misma consider - 
ación y respeto con que tratamos a otros seremos tra¬ 
tados? Podremos olgun dia curarnos de esa enferme¬ 
dad de exhibicionismo que padecemos? Si no nos es 
posible encontrar el remedio para curarnos, por lo 


menos hagamos exhibición de nuestras causas nobles, 
no de nuestras miserias y egoismos. Si no podemos 
presentar nada noble o altruista, por lo menos no pre¬ 
sentamos nuestra maldad ni nuestra egolatría con el 
desenfado vergonzoso con que lo hemos venido ha¬ 
ciendo. 

Nuestro deber es parar en seco todos 
esos chismes de comadres, todos esos dimes y diretes 
y dedicar nuestros pensamientos y actividades a em¬ 
presas que puedan demostrar en si nuestra nobleza, 
nuestro deseo de mejoramiento y nuestra cooperación 
civica. 

Ha llegado a tal grado la desunión entre 
nosotros, que solo basta externar una idea o efectuar 
algún acto, para que sea atacado por unos y defendido

GUS GARCIA ■ ■ ■ TOO MUCH TOO SOON 

I first heard Attorney Gus Garcia speak at a 
convention in Austin, Texas, in 1950. That memory 
is still imprinted in my mind for wherever he spoke he 
held his audience spellbound. He was a courtroom 
wonder and the peerless champion of the Mexican 
American people of Texas. 

The story of Gus Garcia is one of fame, ac¬ 
claim, brilliance and tragedy. A debator, writer, 
scholar and student of the law, the young lawyer awed 
even the Supreme Court of the United States in ap¬ 
pealing the famous Hernandez case. Hernandez had 
been convicted of murder and Garcia argued before 
the Supreme Court of the United States that Hernan¬ 
dez had not been tried by his peers. The Supreme 
Court handed down a reversal on grounds that persons 
of Mexican extraction had been purposefully excluded 
from the jury. 

Another famous case he defended was the Lon¬ 
goria case where the young veteran who had been 
killed in the war wasrefused service by the local mor¬ 
tuary. Longoria was eventually buried in Arlington 
Cemetery. 

Across the State of Texas Gus Garcia fought 
in the courts against separate schools for students of 
Mexican extraction and is given much of the credit 
for the eventual consolidation of schools in south 
Texas. 

It was not unusual for the people to get up and 
cheer Gus Garcia whenever he walked into his favor¬ 
ite restaurant in San Antonio where he practiced law. 

Perhaps his brilliance and fame were too much 
for him. About 1955 his star began to fade, he had 
his ups and downs, and was in and out of hospitals. 
The brilliant mind who had championed so many causes 
for his people in Texas and who had been widely ac¬ 
claimed was beset with personal difficulties the past 
few years. 

On June 3rd Gus Garcia had a heart attack 
anddied a lonely death in San Antonio. He had spent 
the night sleeping in a bench in an office of the Old 
Farmers Market. He didn’t have a permanent address 
according to authorities and his body lay in the hos¬ 
pital unidentified for several hours. 

The man who had graduated from the University 
of Texas at the age of 20 is gone. The spellbinder 
with the golden voice left a legacy of service to his 
people that will long hold a place in the hearts of 
those he served. May He Rest In Peace.
